Condemns Chicago Schools. 

; Prof. G. Baumberger of the Jewish Train- 
ing School condemned the Chicago pub- 
lic schools and their teachers, who, 
he said, were not educators. 
His idea of the Lewis Institute was that it 
should be made a normal training school so 
as to provide the Chicago schools with com- 
petent teachers. A.S. Trude, President of 
the Board of Education, advocated edu- 
cation for poor boys, who were liable 
without it to become burglars and pol- 
iticians. He never knew of an educated 
man becoming a professional criminal. 
Prof. Belfield said as the Chicago Manual 
Training School would become one of the 
finest schools of technology in the world he 
sawno need to duplicate it in Chicago, and 
thought, therefore, the new institute should 
be a group of trade schoois and that it should 
be in rapport with the public schools. 
Bishop Fallows favored the trades school; 
Prof. Robinson also thought the Lewis Insti- 
tute should be a trades school. The Rev. Dr. 
Gunsaulus said this was exactly the work he 
was doing at the Armour Institute, but that 
hundreds of young people had to be turned 
away for want of room, and he would like to 
see his institute duplicated on the West 
Side, but the hand ought not to be 
educated and the mind neglected. 
President Harper hoped the Lewis Institute 
would be a school of technology, limited in 
its scope only by its pecuniary means. W. J. 
Onahaa expressed the hope that the interests 
of the poor would be well guarded, and Col. 
Jacobson spoke against a school of technol- 
ogy and in favor of a trades school. 

Trustee Kohlsaat told of the visit of the 
trustees to the great institutions of the East. 
What he saw of trades schools was really sad- 
dening and depressing. He considered the 
Pratt School the proper model for Chicago. 
The trustees would: certainly heed Mr. Lewis’ 
direction to make the institute “second to 
none.“ They were glad to listen to the opin- 
ions expressed and would weigh them well, 
and then do as they pleased. Th institution 

needed more money and he hoped rich peo- 
ple would not overlook it, Trustee McLaren 
was called upon, but gave his five minufes to 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin, who made another 
plea for young women and hoped the insti- 
tute would teach them all the arts and trades 
that underlay home work.

Fixing the Responsibility for the Washing- 
ton Court-House Tragedy. 

Wasuineton Court-Hovussz, O., Nov. 18.— 
[Special. |—Sheriff Cook, Oct. 17, called on 
Gov. McKinley for a detachment of State mi- 
Utia to help him guard W. Dolby, a colored 
man, The prisoner was taken from the jail 
to the court-house and sentenced to twenty 
years in the penitentiary. On account of the 
large crowd on the outside of the court-house 
the militia, 100 strong, was afraid to attempt 
to take the prisoner to the train. He was 
kept in the court-house, and at 6:30 p. m., 
while some persons were pounding on the 
court-house door, the militia, which was on 
the inside, fired through the doors into the 
crowd, klling five and wounding twenty per- 
sons. Since then Coroner Edwards has been 
holding an inquest. Col. Coit refused to come 
here and testify. This evening the Coroner 
rendered a verdict, finding that the men killed 
were innocent ofany crime, and intimating 
they were victims of the haste of the Sheriff 
and Col. Coit, in charge of the militia. Coit’s 
evidence was not heard. Some great ques: 
tions will arise in this case, such as to how 
much provocation the National Guard must 
first have before firing to killin an effort to 
save property or the lives of prisoners. Some 
say a special grand jury will at once be em- 
paneled to investigate the charges against 
Cook and Coit. 


GETS $125,000 FOR $2,000 IN OAS H. 


H. Seitz of Detroit Comes Into a 
Piece of a Hermit’s Property. 
Derrorr, Mich., Nov. 15.—[Specia!l. ]|—The 
celebrated Chauvin murder case bobbed up 
again thie afternoon when a stipulation was 
filed in the County Clerk’s office signed by 
William D. Trombley and John H. Seitz dis- 
missing the Trombley bill to set aside the 
deed to Seitz of hie one-half interest in Her- 
mit Chauvin’s estate. The paper was signed 
in New York and dated Nov. 8. Several 
years ago Trumbley, in consideration of $2,- 
000, deeded to Seitz his half interest in the 
estate of Charles Chauvin, a hermit at Grosse 
Point whose estate is now valued at $250,- 
000. Chauvin was found murdered in his 
hut about four months ago and the murderer 
is still uncaught. Soon after the killing 
Trombley decided to contest his deed to Seitz 
and started a suit. His action of today en- 
titles Seitz to his share, $125,000, in the 
dead man’s estate. It is not known what 
caused Trombley’s sudden change of heart.

American Bell Telephone Company In- 
creases Its Capital $500,000. 

Bosrox, Mass., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The 
stockholders of the American Bell Telephone 
company held a special meeting in Boston to-

under the act of authorization passed by the 
last Massachusetts Legislature.

Never did a ward-heeler have a finer “ pull” 
with the municipal administration than did 
Mr. Michael Kenna of the First Ward, more 
popularly known as “Hinky Dink.” But 
that was before election day. The cyclone 
that caused such devastation that fateful 
Tuesday seemingly took a whirl at Mr. 
Dink’s pull.“ Perhaps Hinky's loyalty 
aud the value of his services have hitherto 
been beyond suspicion, but the returns from 
the First Ward did not suit the City Hall. At 
any rate yesterday the pull went all to 
pieces and received the cruelest cut of ail at 
the hands of its friends. 

The day was big with events. In the first 
place, the police discovered that Mr. Dink 
was running a gambling-house at No. 261 
Dearborfi street, Then a raid was planned, 


the police, An alleged proprietor and a num- 
ber of inmates were captured, and the gam- 
bling paraphernalia carted away to the police 
station. Altogether it was a most disastrous 
occasion for the pull,“ and last night 
„Mr. Dink's emporium of chance was dark 
and deserted. 

The gambling rooms at No. 261 Dearborn 
street were opened several weeks ago. THE 
Tum announced the fact at the time. 
Hinky Dink furnished the pull that pro- 
tected the place from raids by the police. A 
number of the down-town gambiers furnished 
the apparatus and the *‘ bank-roll.”” The place 
has been doing a land office business ever 
since, 

But trouble was gathering for Hinky 
Dink and his pull.

Re 
cently we heard that some of them had pulied 
a part of the furniture out into the 
front room and had opened up games. 
One of my men was handed a 
small card yesterday on which was printed 
the single inscription ‘261 Dearborn street.’ 
I had reason to believe that gambling had 
been resumed there, and I ordered my men 
to raid the place and haul away the stuff.

USE LOCOMOTIVES IN LAYING PIPE. 


Unique Engineering Scheme Under Way 
in Detroit, Mich. 

Derrort, Mich., Nov. 15,—[Special.]—A 
great engineering scheme made a start to- 
ward success here today. The plan is to lay 
an eight-inch iron pipe under the Detroit 
River to bring natural gas from 
Canada to this city. On the Amer- 
ican side d 2 trench running 
down to the river. This was lined with a 
wooden trough lubricated with soft soap. In 
the trough lay the main. At the river end of 
the main was a conical plug, designed to 
keep the water out and serve asa sort of plow- 
share for turning aside the soft mud 
of the river bottom for the main as 
it is hauled across. Attached to the 
end of the cone was the great steel cable 
which had been strung across the bottom of 
the river. On the opposite side of the river 
was a huge snatch block through which 
ran the other end of the cable, and was 
then attached to three locomotives. By 
means of tug whistles the signal for 
the locomotives to start was made. 
It took but a moment to hide 400 feet of it 
in the river. This afternoon a second section 
of 500 feet was attached and the engines 
again started, but they had not gone far be- 
fore they stuck. Another one was then brought 
into play and the four moved along nicely. 
The weight of the pipe will be 150 tons, or 
about twice the weight of the average loco- 
motive,

Pag- 
luighi was under the influence of liquor du- 
ring the day and some of his friends had 
taken his revolver from him and left it in 
Sbarboro’s saloon. In the evening Pagiuighi 
entered the saloon and dem his re. 
yolver. Sbarboro walked from behind the 
bar with the weapon, Fenney said, and struck 
Pagluighia number of heavy blows on the 
head with the butt, saying: Lou want your 
gun, eh? Well, Pll give it to you.” Joe 
Costi also saw the trouble, but was not so clear 
how the disturbance began. Paul Pagluighi 
told of his brather’s condition during the time 
intervening between the date of the assault and 
death. The little room at the Pagluighi's 
home was crowded with people. Coroner 
McHale was present and watched the progress 
of the inquest. Sbarboro was represented by 
an attorney, and the Marquette club also had 
a lawyer present. The adjournment was 
taken in order to secure the presence of otner 
witnesses.

PROBABLE END OF OREMATORY PLAN 


Contractor Brings an Attachment Suit 
Against the Promoters. 

The story of a crematory project was re- 
corded in an attachment suit filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court Wednesday. Fourteen months ago 
the Johnson Furnace sompany was organized 
with a capital of $600,000, and W. L. John- 
son, its chief promoter, proposed to manu- 
facture garbage crematories by the wholesale. 
and approached city officials with a view to 
securing the contracts for burning the munici- 
pal garbage to prove the efficiency of his in- 
vention. Carter H. Harrison, then Mayor, 
was convinced of the value of the process 
‘and secured the passage of an ordinance 
appropriating $75,000 for experiments. 
Johnson was to be allowed ninety days in 
which to test his invention, to be supplied 
with 100 tons of garbage a day and paid 80 
cents for each ton consumed. Richard Dunck- 
ley, the contractor, had incurred expenses 
amounting to $3,422 in the construction of 
the plant. The contractor became apprehen- 
sive that Johnson intended to leave the city 
and brought an attachment suit for $3,422.

HALF LOAF BETTER THAN NO BREAD. 


Receiver Coudert Talks About Govern- 
ment and Union Pacifie. 

Omana, Neb., Nov. 15.—Regarding the 
plan of reorganization of the Union Pacific 
company as proposed by the government di- 
rectors Receiver Coudert today stated he was 
heartily in sympathy with it and looked to 
Congress to do something at this session that 
would lead to a final settlement. The scheme 
of the directors is to substitute a 3 per cent 
blanket mortgage covering the entire debt of 
the government to run 100 years for the pres- 
ent G per cent mortgage, soon to become 
due, and arranging for payment 
so the accruing interest wiil not 
exceed the minimum earning power. The 
scheme is to apply the money and securities 
in the sinking fund to the part payment of 
the extension bonds, which have priority of 
lien over the lien of the government, and so 
on until the stock of the company is all pro- 
vided for under the new conditions, Mr. 
Coudert thought the government had better 
be satisfied with a haif loaf than get nothing 
in the event the first mortgage bondholders 
began foreclosure upon defau.t in the pay- 
ment of interest.

STRIKERS BATTLE FOR SCANTY FOOD. 
Dire Misery Attends the Condition of the 
Cloak makers. 


New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—Dire mis- 
ery, want, and squalor now mark this stage of 
the long-strung-out cloakmakers’ strike. The 
strikers are holding out with a tenacity and 
nerve scarcely ever equaied in this country, 
and are actually so desperate in their deter- 
mined fight that it would be hardly safe for 
one of them to go back to work and lay him- 
self liable to the fury of his associ- 
ates. The strikers, who are now occupy- 
ing Walhalla Hail in Orchard street, hang

The scene in this basement 
at 3 a. m. today was one never to be forgotten 
dy those who witnessed it. Over 200 of the 
famished creatures, worn out with fatigue and 
suffering, laid themselves down upon 
floor groaned and moaned in their efforts 
to drown their suffering. Give us bread,” 
they eried. We will, we must have bread.”

Then twoof the leaders went out and took 
up a food subscription, and soon returned 
with a dozen loaves and a box of herring, 
which were ravenously consumed by the poor 
fellows, who fought like tigers for a shate of 
it.

His Address Is Delivered at the Closing 
Session of the National Baptist Con- 
gress—His Subject “The Interpretation 
eof the Old Testament as Affected by

Derzorr, Mich., Nov. 15.—[Special. ]—The 
most,impressive paper delivered during: the 
National Baptist Congress, which has been in 
session here three days, was that today by 
President Harper of Chicago University on 
The Interpretation of the Old Testament as 
Affected by Modern Scholarship.”

No man can accept the Bible without accepting 
this. No lar who is a Christian can be a 
pessimist. was accepted as the purest man 
of all the earth, and through him a new start was 
taken.

CLEVELAND AND THE CURRENCY. 
Having provided for an immediate replen- 
ishment of the gold reserve in the Treasury 
President Cleveland is considering a plan for 
a comprehensive “currency reform.” It is 
understood that the subject will be the domi- 
nant feature in his forthcoming message to 
Congress. It is known that for some weeks 
past he has devoted more or less time toa 


| study of the plan recommended by the Bank- 


ers’ National convention held at Baltimore in 
September last, and it is thought highly prob- 
able he will recommend that to the country, 
possibly with slight moditications. In the ab- 
sence of any more precise knowledge of what 
he will favor the following abstract of the 
features of what has come to be known as 
** the Baltimore vlan may be of interest: 

Repeal the provision of the national bank- 
ing act which requires the deposit of bonds to 
secure circulating notes hereafter issued. Al- 
low the banks to issue, subject to a tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent per annum, notes to the 
amount of 50 per cent of their paid up unim- 
paired capital, and 25 per cent additional 
subject to an extra heavy tax, this to be 
known as emergency circulation.”” The tax 
on the 50 per cent to be used for paying the 
expenses of the office of Controller of the 
Currency, the printing of circulating notes, 
etc.; and the tax on such of the extra 25 per 
cent as may be issued to be paid into a guar- 
antee fund. This fund to be formed by the 
deposit of 2 per cent upon the amount of cir- 
culation received by each bank the first year, 


and afterwards by a tax of one-half of 1 per 


cent upon the average amount of outstanding 
circulation till it shall equal 5 per cent of the 
said circulation, when the collection of the 
tax shall be suspended till ordered by the Con- 
troller of the Currency to be resumed. The 


notes of insolvent banks to be redeemed out 


of this fund. If this be not sufficient they 
shall be redeemed out of any money in the 
“Treasury, the same to be reimbursed out of 
the guarantee fund when repleuished from 
the tax or from the assets of the failed banks. 
The redemption of the notes of all banks, 
solvent or insolvent, to be made as provided 
for by the existing law. The banks to deposit 
and maintain with the Treasurer of the United 
States a redemption fund equal to 5 per cent 
of their average outstanding circulation. 

National banking associations organized 
after the adoption of the plan may receive 
circulation upon paying into the guarantee 
fund the same ratio on their circulation that 
the guarantee fund bears to the total out- 
standing circulation and be subject to the tax 
provided for. No one shall have any claim 
upon the guarantee fund except for the re- 
demption of notes of an insolvent national 
bankmg association, and any surplus of that 
fund shall inure to the.benefjtof the United 
States. The government li have a prior 
lien upon the assets of each failed bank and 
on the liabilities of its sharehoiders for the 
purpose of restoring to the redemption fund 
the amount paid out from that fund in exceas 
of the bank’s credit therein, Circulation 


| may be retired at any time upon depositing 
with the Treasurer of the United States law- 


ful money to the amount desired to be with- 


| drawn, and the tax upon those notes shall 


cease. In the event of a bank winding up itd 
business the Secretary of the Treasury may 
with the concurrénce of the Controller of the 
Currency and on application by the directors, 
receiver, or other proper official, and upon 
being satisfied that proper arrangements have 
been made for payment of the notes of the 
bank and taxes due thereon, pay over to such 
official or officials the amount at the credit of 
the bank in the redemption fund. 

The President is reported to have expressed 
himself as much pleased with this scheme, 
because of its provision for a currency that 
would be gauged by the needa of the country, 
expanding when money was in demand and 
contracting with the removal of stringency. 
He also is said to have considered the plan of 
| retiring the legal tender notes, withdraw from 
| circulation all paper money issued by the 
government, and let the banks do all the 
banking, issuing notes according to their cap- 
ital and surplus, with the elastic feature added. 
This plan contemplates. the retiring of the 
United States and Treasury notes in favor of 
bonds at about 2 per cent interest, which 
could be deposited as security for notes issued 
up to their face value by the banks. Treas- 
urer Jordan is said to be urging the President 
to recommend to Congress the appointment 
of a currency commission, non-partisan in 
character and composed of representative 
men of all sections, to consider the currency 
question in all its bearmgs and report to Con- 
gress a system for reform. 


LYING RUMOBS. 

A prohibitory tariff paper printed in this 
city has been publishing Washmgton dis- 
patches (probably written in its Chicago of- 
fice) to the effect that it is rumored that some 
of the Republican members of the Legislature 
from Cook County woula unite with the Dem- 
ocrats for the purpose of electing a Senator. 
Such rumors may be digested by those who 
have the stomachs of an ostrich or the intelli- 
gence ofan ass. All others know that there 
ure no such “rumors” except as inventions. 

The Democratic members of the Legisla- 
ture will vote for MacVeagh. They owe him 
that honor for his series of sixty free lectures 
in behalf of free trade delivered throughout 
the State. The Republican members will 
vote for the nominee of the party caucus. But 
that caucus will hardly commit the blunder 
of making the McKinley law the test of party 
loyalty. It will not declare that whoever will 
not promise to vote for its restoration to the 
statute books has forfeited his claims to mem- 
bership in the G. O. P. It will not say that 
there are only extreme tariff and low tariff 
Republicans and that the former alone can be 
recognized. 

It will not fait to recognize the fact that 
there are more fair and moderate tariff Re- 
publicans than of bigh and low tariff Repub- 
licans combined; and that the majority 
element of the party is entitled to recogni- 
tion. 

One hears a good deal from trust-ridden, 
prohibitory duty papers about the beauties of 
the McKinley law, which cost the Republicans 
ty successive, sweeping, bitter defeats, and

DRAINAGE CANAL BRIDGES. 

The Board of Trustees of the Drainage Canal 
very sensibly has decided to reject the bids 
for a series of drawbridges and ordered that 
the Chief Engineer report estimates and plans 
for fixed bridges of wood and iron. It may 
be that this action indicates, as alleged, that 
the majority of the board does not expect the 
canal to be a first-class commercial waterway 
for some years to come, but that point was 
well met by more than one of the trustees in 
their claim that their first duty to the public 
is to give Chicago a drain for ite sewage and 
that such relief to the health of the city is all- 
important, If Mr. Cooley correctly intimated 
that the majority of the committee advocated 
fixed bridges in order to keep down the ques- 
tion of more money at the present time they 
hardly should be blamed for that, as the = 
ple of the drainage district just now have in 
hand and in immediate prospect about as big 

a load of taxation as they ought to be called 
on to bear in times of business depression 
due to Democratic mismanagement, The 
claim by Mr. Cooley that the policy adopted 
„ill most seriously handicap the efforts of 
all those who are laboring for the early con- 
summation of a waterway between the lakes 
and the Mississippi with all its large commer- 
cial possibilities is not germane to the sub- 
ject. The people, like the majority of the 
trustees. are not opposed to the shipping in- 
terests of the canal, but they do not wish to 
have expended many millions of dollars years 
in advance of the time when such expenditure 
could be of any use for either land or water 
commerce, 

The schéme which the majority of the 
trustees have sat down upon is the construc- 
tion of seven or eight steel bridges, each 
some 250 feet long and requiring support 
from center piers, the bridges to be moved by 
steam engines, costing a great deal for fuel 
and tending during the greater part of each 
year. The fact is there is nothing in the law 
to require the construction of swing bridges 
till a certain contingency occurs, that being 
an untertaking by the United States Govern- 
ment to begin where the Drainage Board 
leaves off, and extend down to the river the 
drainage canal the water way feature of 
which practically terminates at Lock port. It 
may take Congress five or fifty years to pro- 
vide for the construction of an eighteen-foot 
channel down to St. Louis or farther, which 
would be necessary to the tormation of the 
proposed commercial way for ships from Chi- 
cago to the Gulf of Mexico. Till that time 
no swing bridges will be needed. The fixed 
bridge, twenty or thirty feet above the water, 
would permit the passage of all the vehicles 
wanting to cross the canal, and allow barges 
and steam tugs to pass beneath without any 
assistance from stationary steam engines or 
bridge tenders. No sailing vessels would pass 
along there anyhow, except to reach docks, 
and the first lot of bridges would be worn out 
long before the dockage along the canal ex- 
tended far enough to make the proposed 
swing bridges desirable. 

Those bridges must not be built now, Their 
construction would be a useless expense, be- 
sides entailing vast amounts in expenditures 
incident to viaduct crossings of the parallel 
railroad tracks. It will take every dollar the 
Trustees have at command to widen and 
deepen the South Branch from its confluence 
with the North Branch to its junction with the 
canal in order to furnish the quantity of 
water required by law. The Washington 
street tunnel will have to be lowered, and an 
immense amount of land damages have to be 
met, in addition to which it will be a question 
if the city will be willing to replace the 
bridges with longer ones spanning the stream 
at short intervals for a distance of tour or 
five miles. Ifany money is left over from 
the big ditch all of it will be wanted for the 
work on the river. 

Trustee Cooley is an extravagant fellow, 
whose head is full of the ambition to construct 
a commercial waterway, and who seems to 
have no idea of the responsibility to provide 
drainage relief for the people whose money 
he would spend by untold millions. Living 
outside of the district himself, he does not 
care how much they are taxed needlessly for 
a work which for years to come would be of 
no value at all. As for his colleague, Alt. 
peter, who voted with him for the bridge ex- 
penditure, he represents the socialistic ele- 
ment and may be expected to goin for any 
and every measure that would tend to trans- 
fer the money of property-owners to the pos- 
session of those who are ‘short of money, and 
this without stopping to ask if any equivalent 
is to be rendered therefor. Mr. Gilmore, the 
other Trustee who voted for the silly, waste- 
ful expenditure, was in bad company. Doubt- 
less a little more thought en the subject will 
lead to a change of mind on his part, as it is 
fair to be presumed he voted without due 
consideration of the business. 


THE MANCHESTER CANAL. 

Business on the Manchester Ship Canal is 
almost at a standstill in less than a year since 
it was opened with inposing ceremonies and 
auguries of immense traffic. But the London 
Financial Tvmes makes the point that it is 
beyond controversy the canal has paid the 
district. The aim of its promoters was to re- 
duce the cost of carriage of goods to and 
from the Manchester market, and one of 
the chief reasons why the canal now is al- 
most absolutely idle is that railroad rates 
have been reduced to such an extent that 
there is no inducement to use the waterway. 
For iustance, Manchester piece goods are 
carried at some 3 shillings per ton less than 
was charged previous to the opening of the 
canal, No doubt the consequent reduction 
in receipts of the railroad companies is a large 
one, but it also appears probable that now 
the shippers have succeeded in obtaining ma- 
terial concessions from the r&ilroads they do 
not care to patronize the waterway. So far 
as they are concerned the canal may be a 
white elephant to its owners. 

The shareholders and the taxpayers of Man- 
chester who are charged with a heavy share 
of the expense of construction want know 
what is to be done. They hardly are bontent 
to accept the great loss without an effort to 
shift it upon other shoulders. Some advo- 
cate the conversion of the undertaking into a 
public trust, and by others it is suggested that 
the railroads of the district .should seek the 
necessary powers to ucquire the canal for 
themselves. The canal has cost about 75 mill- 
ion dollars, and the Times thinks the<share- 
holders would be giad to sell out for 60 
millions, possibly for much less. The united 
railroads could borrow the amount at 3 per 
cent per annum, and the estimated anaual 
interest charge of about $1,800,000 would 
seem to be considerably leas than the amount 
at present lost to the railroads by the reduc. 
won of rates. It is pointed out that the work- 
ing of the waterway asa barge canal would

FREE TRADE AND STARVATION WAGES. 

The United States Vice-Commercial Agent 
at Luxemburg has sent to Washington a re- 
port on the wages paid in the iron and steel 
industries there, with a general review of the 
whole subject of German wages. He finds 
that, generally speaking, theaverage earaings 
of ordinary workwen amount to less than 
$200 per annum, and women earn about half 
as much as men. The misery of the poor is 
aggravated by the popular craze which causes 
the large towns and cities of Germany to 
grow witha rapidity as phenomenal as that 
which doubles and trebles the population of 
our own Western cities, but with this impoc- 


tant point of difference, that foreign immi- 


gration largely accounts for the development 
of our towns, while German cities expand al- 
most entirely at the expense of the rural dis- 
tricts. He says: 

The labor market is glutted, and the ev il 1s en 
hanced by the increasing use of labor-saving de- 
vices, The competition between manufacturers 
also forces down wages. The policy of the coun- 
tries of Central Europe seems to extend and inflate 
their manufacturing industries suicidally. Their 
idea of national prosperity and happiness seems 
to be nothing more than the attainment of the 
ability to export manufactures and import food, 
and in support of this policy the government is 
taxing the workingman an import duty on his 
food in order to give the manufacturer an export 


bounty. 

The governments of Germany and other 
countries on the continent of Europe are 
making herculean efforts to extend the man- 
ufactures of their peoples, The wages of all 
classes of toilers in the manufactories of the 
United States in 1890 averaged $444.30 per 
head, this includmg women and children, and 
not including clerks and officers. The aver- 
age was higher than this in 1892, and would 
be so now but for the suicidal nonsense of the 
Democratic free traders who persuaded a ma- 
jority of the American wage-earners that they 
could retain the high wage scale while letting 
in free or dt low duties the products of Ru- 
ropean labor, which this report tells is paid 
for at the rate of less than $200 per year for 
men and half that for women, The ability of 
the German manufacturer to export his 
products to this country to compete with ours 
further is increased by the policy of giving an 
export bounty, so that the actual cost of pro- 


duction to the manufacturer is about one- 
third of the cost of producing similar articles 


here in 1890, and only 40 ver cent of the 
present cust, after making a reduction of 20 
per cent in the wages of labor from our scale 
of four years ago. 

The crazy howlers for free trade in this 
country want a condition of things instituted 
which would put American workingmen into 
a race with these frugal, economic, low-wage, 
patient, enduring German people for the pur- 
pose of starving them out and making them 
more miserable than they now are by depriv- 
mg them of a part of their trade. There is no 
necessity for sucha brutal struggle as would 
be involved, which would be abhorrent to the 
instincts of a common humanity. This coun- 
try can supply 94 to 95 per cent of the wants 
of its own people and have food to spare for 
the hungry ones in other lands. We easily 
can procure the remaining 5 or 6 per cent of 
our consumption by an exchange of our man- 
ufacturing surplus with countries that need 
it and can give us in return things we do not 
produce in sufficient quantities at home. We 
do not want any more trade than that, espe- 
cially not when the extra quantity would in- 
volve the entering upon an acearsed starva- 
tion coutest with people whose ordinary wages 
are less than $200 per annum, as ia the case 
in Germany. 

The eyes of the people are opening to tbis 
fact and the idea of free trade for this country 
is going to pass away like “the lost cause.”’ 
It soon will be with our people merely an 
odious reininiscence. The breed of fellows 
who want this country to go into the business 
of starving out the underpaid toilers of Eu- 
rope is going to die off and their places will 
be occupied by men and women who have 
sense enough to see that their true interest 


lies in securing and maintaining a fair meas- 


ure of protection to American industry. 


THE DECAY °F POPULISM. 

The Populists are bragging of their gains, 
They are saying nothing about their losses, 
The former are slight and the latter serious. 
They have been routed in those places where 
the Populist epidemic first broke out. They 
have been whipped in Kansas and Colorado. 
They were unable to hold their own in the 
two Dakotas or any of the other States west 
of the Mississippi. In Nebraska they elected 
a Governor, but the Republicans had all the 
other State officers, the Legislature, and nearly 
all the Congressmen. Populism was wiped out 
in Minnesota. In Iowa the Populists and rot- 
ten money Democrats fused on Congressmen 
and the Republicans elected a solid delega- 
tion. The Pops and the free silver Democrats, 
who are their blood relations, were cleaned out 
in Missouri. 

There was a Populist gain in Hlinois owing 
to the Chicago vote. But for the Debs in- 
surrection and the unwillingness of obstinate 
Democratic workingmen, who knew they had 
been gulled by the cheap goods and high 
wages promises of the Democrats, but who 
could not bring themselves to vote a Repub- 
lican ticket, there would have been no Peo- 
ple’s party here worth considering.

If the Populists want the Repub- 
licans to continue to codperate with them 
they must acvept Republican principles, 
otherwise the fusion will come to a sudden 
end, 

The Populists have lost where they used to 
be the strongest. The epidemic is coming to 
an end first where it first started.. It was to 
be expected that there would be outbreaks of 
it in parts of the country not previously af. 
flicted. The disease will die out there soon. 
Of the men who went into Populism. because 
they saw in ita way to cheat their creditors 
many will remain uncured, When dishonesty 
gets a firm grip on a man it is hard for him 
to shake it off.

The reason why there has been an outburst 
of industrial activity since the election was 
not the alleged willful holding back previous- 
ty, but the fact that the business- men of the 
couvtry know that for the next two years of 
President Cleveland’s term there will not be 
any more tariff changes in the direction of 
free trade, They also know there will not be 
any tinkering with the currency during that 
time, and they feel that as a result of the elec- 
tion in 1896 there will be a Republican Pres- 
ident, Senate, and House of Representatives, 
when the injurious wage-cutting features of 
the present tariff law will be eliminated. In 
short, the business-men of the country, the 
manufacturers and merchants, see before them 
a period of stability, a stretch of time during 
which they can calculate ahead that the one 
can produce and the other buy goods with the 
certainty they will not have to sell them at 
less than they cost in order to be able to sell 
them at all. Asa result of this they will go 
ahead and begin to manufacture and pur- 
chase more extensively than before. That 
means they will employ a greater number of 
workers. Wheu the manufacturer goes on 
the street, sees men standing around, asks 
them in scripture language, Why stand ye 
here all the day idle? and receives the reply, 
Because no man hath hired us,” he will be 
able to respond, Go right along to my 
place, get to work, and I will pay you your 
wages. He will set the idle men to work, 
and that means additional employment to an 
equal number in providing for the wants of 
the first set of toilers. In this way activity for 
the many will take the place of idleness, and 
the toilers will be made glad. 

There is, however, one condition which can- 
not be bettered for the time being, nor for the 
next two and a half years. While there will 
be work for the toilers it will be work at re- 
duced wages. With those wages the workers 
may not be satisfied because they are not as 
big as the wages received in 1892, but that is 
their own fault, and they must bear it, Two 
years ago they voted for a party and a policy 
which cut down their wages by lowering the 
bars which protect from competition with the 
products of the low-priced labor of Europe. 
The toilers now have stopped the process of 
wage-cutting, but they cannot go back to the 
old wage scale till the Republican party has 
restored the old time position of the domestic 
labor market, which will not be till after it 
goes into power in 1896. 


THE CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE LORDS. | 

Lord Rosebery’s scheme to temporize in 
the matter of the House of Lords by carrying 
one or two bills through the Commons and 
then appealing to the constituencies in case 
the House of Lords rejects them does not 
meet with favor at the hands of his colleagues, 
although he also suggests that if the Liberals 
are successful in the election then the Com- 
mons might pass the same bills again and if 
the Lords again reject them, then. action 
might be taken of a nature which, however, 
he does not indicate. 

Rosebery’s program evidently is not definite 
enough to suit the majority of the Liberals 
and the Radicals, and it is given out that 
when Parliament comes together a resolution 
will be introduced to abolish the veto power 
of the Lords. Then the Commons wili send 
them certain bills, which upon rejection will 
be followed by dissolution. The campaign 
will then be fought upon the question of the 
abolition of the veto power of the Lords, and 
if the people sustain the Liberals the bills 
will be repassed and declared to be laws, and 
itis expected the Crown will indorse the 
action of the Commons. 

The situation, as will be seen, is a ticklish 
oue. If, however, Rosebery had behind him 
a party strong enough to pass bills like the 
Welsh disestablishment or the Irish land, if 
these bills were to be sent to the Lords and 
that body rejected them, and if the Com- 
mons were to pass them again and the Lords 
were to reject them again, then the Commons 
could go ahead and declare them laws and ask 
the Lords what they propose to do about it. 
This would be in substance tantamount to de- 
claring that the only power left to the Lords 
was not that of absolute veto but rather a 
power of asuspensory character, holding up 
bills long enough to state objections and se- 
cure consideration of them. This could be 
done in England because the English law- 
makers are not hampered like ours witha 
written constitution. It would not be revolu- 
tionary, for such things have happened before. 
Viewed from all sides it seems to be the only 
solution of the question. So long as the two 
Houses are pitted against each other and both 
are unyielding no reforms are possible. The 
people must be called in to settle the question, 
and apparently the day is approaching rap- 
idly when they will rise and do that work in a 
manner both the Lords and the Crown will 
understand.

It is reported from an inside authority that 
the dies have been made for an issue of trade 
dollars from the mint in Bombay, India, 
The new British dollar is intended for circu- 


lation in the East and to follow the fortunes - 


of silver with an open mint. The coin will 


bear the imperial arms on its obverse, and 


its value oxpresséd in English, Chinese, and 
Malay on the reverse face. Bankers or others 
who want silver money for the East will ten- 
der so much silver bullion, and receive in re- 
turn the same quantity in coin, minus a 
small percentage to pay for the work of con- 
version. The Straits and colonial Legisla- 
tures are expected to pass short acts making 
the new coins legal tender alongside of those 
now in circulation, as it is an essential 
feature of the scheme that there is no pur- 
pose to violently change the present currency. 


The new coin is intended to glide into circu- 


lation without shock, and is expected gradu- 
ally to displace the Mexican, United States, 
and trade dollars, and eventually the yen. 
This may furnish a new and possibly a large 
market for our silver, though it will not be 
ali new if it be true as suspected that ** some- 
where there is machinery at work coining 
bogus United States silver dollars, which are 
only Cistinguishable from other coins by rea- 
son of their superior workmanship and

„bogus United States dollars are preferred 
to British rupees, being believed to be genu- 
ine, so the imperial government may have 
some difficulty in displacing them. It is

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GOV. GOURKO OF WARSAW ADVISES 
A MINOR STATE OF SIEGE 


Warns Czar Nicholas the People Are in » 


Turbulent. Condition After He Refused 

“to Allow a Delegation to Attend the 
Emperor's FuneraleGermans Arrested 
in Paris as Spies Heavy Loss of Life 
by Storms in Egrope-Emperor Will- 
iam Talks to Recruits of Their Duty. 

Vm Na, Nov. 16,—Advices received here 
convey the information that Gen. Gourko, 
Governor of Warsaw, who declined to permit 
a delegation of residents of Warsaw to attend 
the Czar’s funeral, has reported to Czar 
Nicholas that the attitude of the Poles justi- 
fies the proclamation of a minor state of 
siege. 

Sr. Parerssure, Nov. 15:—Two religious 
services for the repose of the soul of Czar 
Alexander were held in the Cathedral of SS, 
Peter and Paul to lay. During the serv- 
ices the general public was not allowed jn the 
buildmg. At other times throughout the day, 
however, great crowds were in waiting to de- 
file past the bier and take their last look at 
the face of the dead Emperor. So great was 
the throng long lines were formed outside the 
cathedral, the people waiting patiently — 
admission into the sacred structure. Both of 
the religious services were attended by all the 
members of the imperial family whoare in 
St. Petersburg. 


GERMANS TAKEN IN PARIS AS SPIES. 


While Investigating Charges Against Drey- 
fus Important Papers Are Missed. 

Panis, Nov. 15.—In consequence of the in- 
structions of the Minister of War, Gen. Mer- 
cier, an inquiry has been commenced into a 
serious case of espionage. Three arrests have 
already been made in this connection. The 
prisoners include two Germans, Schoenbeck 
and Von Cassel, who are believed to be offi- 
cers in the German army reserve. The third 
prisoner is a Frenchman, whose name has not 
been given. 

Searches made at the residences of the pris- 
oners resulted in the discovery of incrim- 
inating documents. Two women, who are 
said to be the mistresses of the two Germans 
arrested, were also taken into custody, But 
after their lodgings had been searched with- 
out anything of importance being found the 
two women were released, 

It is reported additioual arrests will shortly 
be made in connection with the investigation 
now going on. The affair came to light dur- 
ing the inquiry into the charges of betraying 
French plans to foreign governments which 
have been brought against Capt. Albert 
Dreyfus of the Fourteenth Regiment of Axtil- 
lery. At the Ministry of War it was discov- 
ered several documents of importance had 
been abstructed from the places where they 
were kept. But these documents could not 
be traced to Capt. Dreyfus, and a further in- 
quiry into the subject led to the detection and 
arrest of Schoenbeck and Von Cassel. Im- 
portant documents were found, and by their 
means the names of the accomplices of the 
prisoners have become known to the authori- 


ties. 
HEAVY Loss OF LIFE BY THE STORMS. 


Ships Sink and Go Ashore'on English 
Coasts—River Avon Is High. 

London, Nov. 15.—Stormy weather and 
floods continue to prevail over the south part 
of England, and the loss of life and damage 
to property is increasing greatly. At Bath, 
Somersetshire, the River Avon has reached 
the highest point of the century. Thousands 
of people are homeless and are being fed by 
the authorities in various schools and 
other public buildings. Dispatches re- 
eeived here from Dover say that the 
gale is blowing with renewed violence. Se- 
eral ships have been washed ashore along that 
portion of the coast. The floods in Sussex are 
increasing. Many houses at Windsor and at 
Eton have been flooded. At Worthing, Sus- 
sex, the bodies of sever. drowned sailors have 
been washed ashore. The British ship Cul- 
more, Capt. Read, foundered eighty miles off 
Spurn Head, County of York, yesterday. 
Twenty-two persons weredrowned. The Cul- 
more was built at Port Glasgow in 1890. It 
registered 1,689 tons, and was 260 feet long, 
38 feet beam, and 23 feet deep. It hailed 
from Londonderry and was owned by Thomp- 
son, Dicks & Co. 

Pants, Nov. 15.—Since the heavy storm of 
Monday, which caused loss of life in Paris 
and the provinces, the southwest gale has 
abated. No further casualties have been re 
ported. 

Lagnica, Island of Cyprus, Nov, 15.—The 
seaport town of Limasol, on this island, has 
sustained much damage through the recent 
floods, during which twenty-one persons were 
drowned, 


EMPEROR WILLIAM TALKS TO RECRUITS 


Tells the Men Sworn Ina at Berlin to Pro- 
tect Their Country and Its Religion. 

Beri, Nov. 15.— The swearing in of recruits 
of the Berlin, Charlottenberg, Spandau, and 
Lichterfeld District occurred today in the 
Lustgarten in the presence of Emperor Will. 
iam, the imperial princes, and a number of 
prominent Generals. After the addresses of 
the Catholic and Protestant chaplains 
the Emperor made a short speech to 
the recruits, during which he urged 
them not to forget it was their duty to defend 
the Fatherland and to uphold order and the 
religion of the country. ‘The recruits cheered 
the Emperor at the conclusion of his remarks 
and were afterwards marched back to the bar- 
racks. 

Emperor William, in the course of his ad- 
dress to the recruits, said: 

After the oath which you have taken to me I 
greet you as soldiers. You have taken an oath 
before God, almighty and omniscient. Always 
bear in mind you are Uhristians, forif we wish 
to be good soldiers we must also be good Chris- 
tians and God-fearing. You have sworn to be 
always ready to fight for the Fatherland and its 
well-being. You, before all, as soldiers of my 
guard, having the honor to bear the emblems of 
the guard and also to perform your drills before 
me, should never forget that with your entry 
into the army you have made a step in advance. 
Look upon the flags floating around you with 
which your glorious history is bound up. Never 
let them be insulted. Think of your oath and 
you will become good soldiers. Never forget you 
are called to be the defenders of the Fatherland, 
and that it is incumbent upon you to protect the 
order and religion of your country. Noy go and 
do your duty as taught by my command, 

Bebel Deplores the Frankfort Action. 


Herr Bebel, the well-known social Demo- 
cratic leader, addressing a socialistic meet- 
ing Thursday, said the proceedings of the re- 
cent Social Democratic Congress of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main impressed him painfully. 
He condemned the opportunism of Herr 
Vollmar, as well as his treatment of the agra- 
rian question. Herr Bebel declared that he 
would rather have asmali disciplined band 
than an undisciplined host. The meeting 
adopted Herr Bebel’s motion deploring the 
attitude of the Frankfort Congress towards 
the Bavarian group of Social Democrats.

Order prevails 
everywhere, and exchange has fallen but lit- 
tle. It is reported the government has pur- 
chased from one of the most prominent ship- 
yards in England a cruiser superior to the 
Blanco for £300,000.

QUIET IN MOSQUITO RESERVATION, 


All Signs of Opposition to Nicaragua Have 
Now Disappeared. 

Wasnuiveton, D. C., Nov. 15.—Dr. Guzman, 
the Nicaraguan Minister here, has received 
reports from Bluefields indicating a satisfac- 
tory settlement of the troubles which have 
forso many months afflicted the Mosquito 
Reservation. Sept. 29 last the new Constitu- 
tion was proclaimed, firmly asserting Nica- 
raguan supremacy there, and Cabez as the 
first constitutional Governor was formally 
installed in office. All signs of opposi- 
tion had disappeared and the American 
residents, notably Wiltbanks, who had been 
exiled and afterward pardoned, voluntarily 
gave their adhesion to the new government 
and assistéd in its initiation. The British 
warship Mohawk, then in port, took to notice 
of the observances on shore, but the United 
States steamship Marblehead fired a salute of 
nineteen guns and Capt. O'Neill addressed a 
most flattering letter to Gov.

Chetlain tomorrow there are going to be 
some interesting revelations concerning the 
grinding out of indictments under the Kern 
régime. It will be shown that indictment 
No, 2,183, against Flower and Smith, isa 
spurious one, and that the grand jury 
no such bill, This charge will be 
by the affidavits of Foreman J. A. Bell, Grand 
Juryman J. Ryman, and Grand Jury Clerk 
Hamilton. All of them say they know noth- 
ing about indictment No. 2,183 and there

The case of Flower and Smith is a some- 
what complicated one. The two men are in- 
terested in the Deming Land and Water com- 
pany, a New Mexico corporation. July, 1893, 
they sold certain bonds of the company to 
Nathaniel C. Foster and there has been liti- 
gation over the deal ever since. Foster claims 
the two men represented to him they owned 
all the stock of the company, which has a 
capital of $750,000, said to be paid up, and 
that he, on false representations, purchased a 
large amount of the bonds of the company 
represented to be good for their par value, 
and represented also to be first mortgage 
bonds. He claims that these representations 
were false and that the bonds were not worth 
nearly so much as was paid for them. 

Both civil and criminal proceedings were 
instituted against Flower and Smith. Oct. 
19 the grand jury returned a true bill against 
the two, charging them with obtaining money 
by false pretenses. This case came up before 

Judge Dunne and the defendants’ attorneys 
entered a motion to quash, holding it was 
simply an attempt to use the Criminal Court 
to collect money. The motion was sustained 
and indictment No. 1,980 was quashed. Ap- 
parently that ended the case. But Oct. 30 
there was filed indictment No. 2,183. It 
charged Smith and Flower with obtaining 
money by false pretenses, just as indictment 
No. 1,980 had. F. W. C. Hayes, one of the 
attorneys for Smith and Flower, rg this in-

SELLS HIS DOWN-TOWN PROPERTY. 


Henry O. Shepard Company’s Business 
Pate Goes at a Low Price, 

Henry O. Shepard has sold the property at 
Nos. 212 and 214 Monroe street to a pur- 
chaser whose namd has not been made known 
for $150,000. The lot is 45 by 198 feet 
with a north front, lying 95 feet east of 
Franklin street, improved with a five-story 
and basement stone-front building, and occu- 
pied by the Henry O. Shepard company as a 
printing and publishing house. Mr. Shep- 
ard takes the building back on a long term 
lease at an annual rental which will net the 
purchaser . per cent. This property has 
been held by Mr. Shepard for four years. 
He purchased it from John Quincy Adams 
in 1890 for $180.000, part of Mr. Adams’ 
requirement bemg that but $80,000 of the 
purchase price be paid down and the 8100, 

lien upon the 
property for ten years at 6 per cent. The fact 
that the property was incumbered in this way 
proved a detriment to Mr. Shepard in dispos- 
ing of it, as Mr. Adams could not be persuad- 
ed to accept his money. Several purchasers 
would have paid more if they could have 
made it an all-cash transaction. It is gener- 
aliy considered by men familiar with down- 
town property values that the purchaser has 
secured a K in getting the property for 
$150,000. The building is valued at 850, 
000, and this leaves the land to figure at a 
value of $11 a square foot, or $2,222 a front 
fcot. Mr. Shepard will continue to occupy 
the building under the lease which he has 


made.

STATEMENT OF TRADE FOR OCTOBER. 


Imports and Experts of Merchandise and 
MetalewHeavy Movements of Gold. 

Wasurxeror, D. C., Nov. 15.—A statement 
prepared at the Bureau of Statistics shows 
the total value of the exports of merchandise 
from the United States during October was 
$83,558,372, of which $82,291,250 was do- 
mestic and $1,267,122 foreign. For Octo- 
ber, 1893, the exports amounted to $87,- 
675,481. The imports during October 
amounted to $59,681,674, of which 
$30,498,558 were free and $29, 198,- 
121 dutiable. The imports in October, 
1893, were valued at $51,735,322, of which 
$29,080,884 were free and $22,654,478 du- 
tiabie. For ten months ended with October 
the exports were $660,166,648, as against 
$690,987,354 for the corresponding period 
of 1893. The imports for the ten months of 
1894 were $563,271.016, of which 6328. 
573,734 were free and $234,697,282 
were dutiable. The imports for the same 
period of 1893 were $677,060,694, of which 
$357,741,508 were free and $319,819,191 
were dutiable. Gold exports for October 
amounted to $1,080,889, ana Ar to 
81.675, 871, as against exports of $511,018 
and imports of $1,583,937 for October, 1893. 
For ten months of 1894 the gold exports 
were $91,602,714 and imports $18,598,371, 
as against exports of $76,789,532 and im- 
ports of 67,544,569 fur the first ten months 
of 1893. Silver exports for October were 
$4,407,848 and imports $1,501,054, and for 
October, 1893, the exports were $3,457,673 
and imports $1,418,069. During the ten 
months of 1894 the silver exports were $39,- 
773,554, the imports 511.298.407, as 
against exports of $36,877,387 and imports 
3 3 for the first ten months of 


REPORT OF POSTOFFICE OPERATION. 


Small Pereentage of Registered Mail Loss 
Appointments and Depredations. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 15.—The annual 
report of R. A. Maxwell, Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General, has been submitted, 
covering the period to June 30, There are 
three divisions under his charge—appoint- 
ments, bonds and commissions, and postoffice 
inspectors and mail depredations. The 
total number of postoffices in op- 
eration July 1 was 69,805. Of 
these 66,377 were fourth- class offices 
and 3,428 Presidential, the net increase over 
the previous year being 1,402. During the 
year 3,136 offices were established and 1,734 
discontinued. The total number of eppcine 
ments was 23,166 and the total number of 
cases acted on 27,560, of which 8,960 were 
removals. 

The employés in the postal service handled 
15,050,554 pieces of domestic registered 
mail during the year, with the inconsiderable 
loss of one piece in every 11,758. 

Gen. Maxwell in his report emphasizes the 
necessity the public should report every dep- 
redation upon the mail. 3 the year 
56,877 complaints were receiv affecti 
the ordinary mail. of which 31,181 referr 
to letters and 25,696 to packages, a decrease 
of 1.983. There were 558 burnings and 
1.621 burglaries, an increase in depredations 
and casuaities, Collections of money through 
postoffice inspectore amounted to $165,169, 
an increase. 


CANNOT GIVE PLACES TO FRIENDS. 


Many Postmasters Ask the Suspension of 
the Latest Civil Service Rule. 

Wasurnerox, D. C., Nov. 15.— Many re- 
quests are received at the Poastoffice Depart- 
ment from Postmasters asking that certain 
offices included in the recent civil service 
order be excepted from its operations for a 
short time. It appears the Postmasters ap- 
pointed since the new administration came 
into power have not yet had time to fill the 
offices under them with their party friends, 
and by the new extension they are debarred 
from selecting chief clerks and other officers 
for places which have heretofore 
been considered party patronage offices. 
These letters have been numerous, but 
to each the reply is made that 
the President only can except any offices from 
the operation of the new order and it is not 
very probable that he would be willing to do 
80. e order went into effect the day it was 
signed. The correspondence thus far received 
at the Postoffice Department shows there are 
a great many places affected by the order and 
much disappointment.

Treasury Balance Shows a Decided Loss 
of Cash for October. 


Wasarneton, D. C., Nov. 15.—The cash bal- 
ance in the Treasury at the close of business to- 
day was $103,010,178, a loss for the day of 
$692,000. The gold reserve today was $61,878,- 
874, which shows a net loss since yesterday of 
$73,488. Since Oct. 31 the cash balance shows a 
loss of $9,389,785 and the gold reserve a gain of 
$518,319. 

American Agricultural Association. 


After the election of officers of the Association of 
American Agricultural Colleges and Experiment 
Stations today Dr. Dabney, Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture, delivered an address, in which he 
reviewed the ways in which the scientific work 
of the department had been extended under the 
present administration. At the general session 
in the afternoon the general work in horticulture 
and botany was considered by the sections of 
the convention. 

Trade Depressioa in France. 

United States Consul J. M. Wiley, at Bordeaux, 
sends to the Department of State an interesting 
report on the trade depression in France. The 
custom-house totals show for 1893 a diminution 
in commerce amounting to 502,000,000 francs. 
This resents, compared with the previous 
year, a falling off of 283.000, 000 francs in im- 
portations and 250,000,000 francs in exporta- 
tions.

ONE-SIDED REPORT ON THE STRIKE. 


The Question of Compulsory Arbitration 
Important Facts Ignored. 

New York Post (Dem.): The report of the 
commission appointed by the President to in- 
vestigate the Chicayo strike has been made 
public. Itis a disappointing, in some re- 
spects a very disturbing, document, In mat- 
ters of fact its compilation of statistics will 
prove useful asa permanent record, though 
everything recorded was known before; but 
in its theorizings and recommendations it 
takes many surprising and dangerous posi- 


Without stopping over many détails of the 
report that invite criticism we will direct at- 
tention to two vital points in which it seems 
to us to be both mistaken and mischievous. 
One is the expression of the conviction that, 
at the very crisis of our civil war last sum- 
mer, man company and General Man- 
angers’ Association should have consented to 
arbitrate, or at least to the appointment of a 
committee to see if there was anything to be 


by the company and the association the com- 
mission says that it is impressed with the 
belief, by the evidence and the attendant cir- 
cumstances as disclosed, thata different pol- 
icy would have prevented the loss of life and 
great loss of property and wages occasioned 
by the strike.’ 
The narrative of events leading up to this 
conclusion is grossly inadequate and unfair. 
All the rioting and the plunder and burning 
are left out; al! the terrorism, extending over 
large sections of the country and affecting 
millions of citizens, with the need of calling 
out the troops, State and national, and the 
impression given that it was just an ordinary 
peaceful strike which the implacable Pull- 
man and the hard-hearted managers refused 
to arbitrate. The report gravely recites the 
efforts of the Civic Federation of Chicago, 
made up of eminent citizens, to intervene, 
together with those of the common Council 
and the Mayor of the city, and notes 
with a pained air that the ‘stereotyped 
answer was returned to them all, 
as also to Mayor Pmgree of Detroit, him- 
self a large manufacturer,“ pg i backed 
up by telegrams from fifty other Mayors. Not 
a word bere about the shootmg and train 
wrecking and blockading, about the distress 
of travelers and the threatened famine in 
many cities; not a word about the intense ex- 
citement throughout the whole country, and 
the general feeling that the existence of the 
government and of society itself was at stake, 
and that to give in to the strikers at that point 
or at any point would be a deadly blow to 
liberty and the rights of property—nothing of 
this, but only the statement the com mis- 
sion is impressed with the belief that the 
company and the managers should have given 
in. 
The other astonishing position taken by the 
commission is in favor of compulsory arbitra- 
tion, binding on the railroads but not binding 
on the employés. This seems too absurd 
be reliabse, but there it stands in black and 
white: Railroads have not the inherent 
rights of employers engaged in private busi- 
ness, and hence a law can be passed to com- 
pel them to pay whatever wages a commission 
of arbitration may fix upon. On the other 
hand, employés have an “inherent, inalien- 
able right to work or quit.“ there- 
fore they cannot be forced to accept 
wages they do not like, This is the most 
laborish scheme of compulsory arbitration 
ever devised, and has about as much chance 
of being adopted as the heads-I-win-tails-you- 
lose principle in gambling. We presume the 
commission was led into its ambitious theor- 
izings and suggestions of remedies for all 
labor troubles out of a desire to magnify its 
office. It seemed too paltry for men under 
government appointment at $10 a day simply 
to gather together facts already perfectly well 
known, and so they had to affect the oracle 
and bring out another solution of the labor 
problem. Luckily, their opinions carry no 
official weight and will be accepted only for 
what they are worth. A great deal of wind 
has always to be squeezed out of that class of 


securities.

Likely to Contest Holcomb's Election 
other Political News by Wire, 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Nov. 15.—Absolute and 
glaring fraud‘perpetrated on the tally-sheets 
used in the recent election was today un- 


The fraud was discovered by his attorney and 
W. T. Jamison, the Republican candidate tor 
Prosecuting Attorney, who was elected on the 
face of the returns, but was counted out. The 
discovery was made in the presence of Re- 
corder of Votes Owsley, and admitted by that 
official. The discovery apparently bears 
out the allegations made by Jamison and 
Sloan, Republicans, that the office of Pros- 
ecuting Attorney and County Marshal, to 
which they claim to have been elected, 
were stolen deliberately from them and given 
to Bremmerman and Keshlear, Democrats. 
Great consternation was caused among pol- 
iticians generally by today’s discovery, and 
startling developments may be expected with- 
in the next few days. 

Jamison, accompanied by his attorney, C. 
E. Small, called on Recorder of Votes Owsley 
this afternoon and made a formal demand on 
him to show them the tally-sheets of the vari- 
| Ous precincts, the returns certified to by the 
judges, and the sheet on which they were 
copied and which was used by Justices Shan- 
non and Hawthorne in making the official 
count, | 

Owsley positively refused to show the tally- 
sheets, but showed the others. Holding the 
sheet on which the figures were written be- 
tween himself and the light, Small could see 
distiretly where erasures had been made with 
an ink eraser ud new figures had been writ- 
ten. These changes, he says, were in those 
precincts in the Sixth and Eighth Wards, the 
returns from which the Star ulready has shown 
to have been changed. 

By looking at the judges’ returns in the 
same way both men were sure they could see 
evidence that the figures in the tens column 
in Jamison’s and Bremmerman’s votes had 
been altered. They say the fabric of the 
‘paper had been injured and that this shows 
clearly changes were made without even the 
use of chemicals. The Recorder himself 
agreed with them that erasures and changes 
must have been made. 

Later in the day papers were filed by Jami- 
son and Sloan in the Circuit Court asking for 
u peremptory writ of mandamus to compel 
Recorder Owsley to show the tally-sheets. 
Ihe writ had not been granted up to a late 
hour this ever. ing. 

Bremmerman and Keshlear, the Democrats 
who were given the election in place of Jami- 
son and Sloan, have offered to subthit to a 
recount. This proposition, however, has 
been refused by the efeated candidates, who 
assert it is a scheme to trap them. They 
urge that. if the returns could have been 
altered, the ballots could have been and prob- 
ably were fixed to correspond.

WOLCOTT LOOKS NOW FOR PROSPERITY. 


Populism Being Snowed Under Colorado 
Will Develop Rapidiy. 

New Yorx, Nov. 15.—Vice-President Henry 
R. Wolcott of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company, and a brother of United States Sen- 
ator Wolcott, is one of the first prominent 
business-men of Colorado who have come 
East since the election. Regarding the defeat 
of the Populists in his State, he said: 

Now that we have demonstrated Colorado is 
not really controlled by Populists, in fact that 
we have buried them beyond the hope of resur- 
rection. I do not see why the State should not 
progress in the matter of materia: prosperity as 
rapidly as it did before Waite's accidental eleva- 
tion to public life created distrust and apprehen- 
sion. he great value of our resources is 
shown by the fact that five railroads have 
reacbed out from the Mississippi River to 
do business with us—the Union Pacific, the 
Atchison, the Rock Island, the Missouri Pacific, 
and the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. Be- 
sides, capital was easily secured to construct the 
line from Colorado to the Gulf of Mexico. All 
of these roads and those who hold their 
securities are deeply interested in our welfare, 
and so are the security-holders of the two or 
three roads that traverse the State. For these 
reasons it seems to me that a greater num- 
ber of people have watched our political and 
business affairs more closely than those of any 
State westof the Mississippi. We have lived 
down the idea that silver is the mainstay of the 
State's prosperity. We will mine this year 40 
per cent more gold than last year. Owing to our 
system of irrigation we have no crop failures and 
the development of agricultural lands by 
system is increasing steadily. It may interest 
you to know that last season we ship out of 
the State over a million dollars’ worth of fruit, 
— the fruit-growing industry is in its in- 

ancy.

Couactl Committee Disposes of the Wood- 
lawn Sewer Controversy. 

A matter of importance to the people of 
Woodlawn and what is known as the Sixty- 
seventh, Seventy-fifth, and Ninety-fifth street 
sewer districts. and which has been pending 
in the bands of various committees and city 
officials, was decided yesterday afternoon by 
the Council Committee on Streets and Alleys 
South. Two factions have been at war in the 
district for over a year on the question of al- 
lowing the city to tap or connect with the 
Sixty-seventh street sewer for the purpose of 
carrying off the extra storm water when it 
becomes necessary and to prevent it from 
running into the basements in the locality. 
The committee finaliy decided to report to 
the Council a recommendation that the matter 
be back to the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, with power to act. In a communi- 
cation to the committee many months old the 
Commissioner recommends that the sewers 
be connected for the sole purpose of prevent- 
ing the overflow occasioned by storms. On 
this account, it is thought, the Commissioner 
will at once take the necessary steps to con- 
nect the systems of sewers in the district. 

The committee also took up the ordinace 
of the South Chicago City railway company, 
asking fora franchise on Sixty-ninth, Sev- 
enty-fifth, and Ninety-fifth streets, Indiana 
boulevard, Avenue K, and Torrence avenue, 
for a trolley line. The committee decided to 
defer action on the ordinance and to ask the 
company for a map of the proposed route, 
and to ask the Commissioner of Public Works 
fora verification of the frontage petitions. 

The ordinance of the Lake Shore road for 
tracks on Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets 
and to relay tracks on Sixty-third and State 
streets was taken up, but action was post- 
poned. It win probably de taken up at the 
next meeting of the committee.

administration should decide to replace these 
bonds with a new issue the Mayor, as the 
head of the city government, will be enjoined 
and an attempt made to force their payment. 
This step, however, will not be taken by the 
holders of the bonds. In addition to 
its ordinary expenses the city will 
huve to provide some way of tak:ng 
care of $800,450 indebtedness between 
now and Jan. 1. This indebtedness includes 
$330,000 of water certificates, $322,000 7 
per cent Hyde Park water bonds, anda judg- 
ment of $148,450. It is understood it is the 
intention of the administration to pay the jn- 
terest on this indebtedness and try to make 
an amicable arrangement to postpone the 
payment of the principal. It is said the 
holders of the certiticates will 
carry them gladly until such time 
as the city is ready to pay, and it 
is understood a satisfactory arrangement 
can be made in reference to the judgment. 
As to the Hyde Park witer bonds, it is prob- 
able, should the policy of the administration 
be carried out without interference, there will 
be money enough in the City Treasury to run 
the government up to the time the Town Col- 
lectors commence to turn over the funds in 
their hands. The judgment will have to be 
provided for some time next year. 
What the Charter Provides. 

In the event an iu junction is obtaiued to re- 
strain retunding the Hyde Park bonds a new 
question likely will come up that has bo 
the financial agents of the city heretofore. 
The charter contains the following provision: 

The city 1s authorized to borrow money on the 
credit of the corporation for corporate purposes 
and to issue bonds therefor in such amounts and 
form and on such conditions as it shall prescribe, 
but shall not become indebted in any 
manner or for any purpose to an 
amount including existing indebtedness 
in the aggregate to exceed 5 per cent on the value 
of the taxable property therein, to be ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for State and 
county taxes previous to the incurring of such 
indebteaness; and before or at the time of in- 
curring avy indebtedness should provide for the 
collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay 
the interest on such debt as it falls due. and also 
to pay ischarge the principal thereof in 
twenty years after contracting the same. 

The last sentence of the provision of the 
law quoted would indicate that the City Coun- 
cil should each year provide for the collection 
of a direct annual tax to be used in paying the 
principal as well as the interest. In other 
words, the law says when the city borrows 
money by issuing bonds it also at once shall 
create a sinking fund into which shall be paid 
by direct taxation one-twentieth of the amount 
of the money borrowed. The Council never 
has done this, but apparently has proceeded 
on the theory it was doing its whole duty 
when it provided for the interest.
